To aU whom it may concern : 

Be it known tliat T, Jotat Simeksen, of Hermon, 
in tbe county of St! Lawrence, and State of New York, 
.LfLve invented a new and usefiil Improvement in Din- 
ing-Tables; and I do bei'-eby declai-e tbat the follow- 
tug is a full, clear, and exact description thereof, wlaicb 
•wiU enable others skilled in the art to make and use 
the same, reference being had to the accompanying 
drawings, forming paii; of this specification. 

This iuveTitioniielates to improvements In extension 
dining- tables, designed to pix)vlde an arrangement 
whereby the persons sitting at the table will be.dis- 
poserl in a ciixjutar line, at equal distances around tbe 
head of the family or the pei-son serving them. 

It consists in the arrangement of an extension-table, 
80 that, when extended, it will assume the form of a 
portion of a cirele, having a 8pa*:e at the axis thereof 
lor the head of the fomily, pennitting tiie other occu- 
pants to be disposed around the.cnrved outer side, at 
equal distinces h-om the said central person. 

Figui-e 1 repi-eseuts a sectional elevation of my im- 
proved table, when in the closed position ; 

Figure 2 represents a plan, with the top removed; 
and 

Figure 3 represents a plan, when in the extended 
position, with the top partly removed. 

Similar letters of retereuce indicate corresponding 
paits. 

A and A' represent two semicircular ends, con- 



structed in the usual manner, of the ends of exten- 
sion- tables, designed to form a circular table when 
closed. 

These ends are connected by jointed stringers B 
BVthe set B' being suflSciently longer than the set B, 
to cause the table, when extended, to assume a curva- 
ture having any i-equired radius, the set B being of 
such length as to preserve, a sufl9cient space at the 
axis for the person who carves and waits upon the 
others. Any preferred number of radial cross-bans 0, 
supported upon legs, may be hiterposed between the 
stringers at the joints to render the structure perma- 
nent, and the stripgera may be jointed lu any way, or, 
in place of the jointed stiingers, curved segniental 
stringers sliding upon one anotlier. may be employed. 

The top boaixls are made wider at ohe end than tbe 
other, to con*espoml with tlie required curvature. 

Having thus described my Invention, 

What I claim as new, and desire to secure by Let- 
ters 'Patent, is— 

A dining or extension-table, arranged to assume a 
curved fonn around a space at tiie axis of the cun-a- 
ture, when extended, suhstiiutially as herein specified.
